C. Pu rd y and o ther officials o f the 
M., K. & T. wo u ld be here to d ay 
to clo se u p the sho p co ntract, bu t 
o p to the ho u r that the D em o c r at 
went to p ress no thing had been 
heard fro m them. 
Fro m an u nofficial so u rce the 


D e m o c r at has it 
that Presid ent 
Ro u se 
d ep arted 
fo r 
Tex as im ­ 
med iately after the annu al meeting 
at Parso ns, Kas., y esterd ay after­ 
no o n. 
One rep o rt has it that he 
was acco mp anied by Mr. Pu rd y , 
while ano ther rep o rt has it that Mr. 
Pu rd y went d irect fro m Parso ns to 
St. Lo u is. 
Trainmen who came in 
fro m Parso ns this mo rning are p o s­ 
itiv e that Mr. Pu rd y p assed thro u gh 
to St. Lo u is,and su ch is mo st lik ely 
the case, as his car arriv ed here this 
mo rning'and was left at the sho p s. 
It is said that Mr. Allen left Par­ 
so ns fo r Kansas City , go ing o n the 
the r.,egu lar train, as his p riv ate car, 
No . 49 , was d emo lished in a co l­ 
lisio n in Tex as Wed nesd ay night. 
In the list o f officers cho sen at 
y esterd ay 's 
meeting at 
Parso ns, 
p rinted elsewhere in the D e m o c r at , 
it will be seen that Mr. Pu rd y was 
re-elected first v ice p resid ent and 
general manager, bu t no reference 
whatev er was mad e to Mr. A. A. 
Allen, who was assistant general 
m a n^ f ^ u nd er Mr. Pu rd y . 
MrT Pu rd y is said to be a warm 
friend of Sed alia in the matter of 
the sho p s, and Mr. W, L. Po rter, 
who was seen by a D e m o c r at re­ 
p o rter this mo rning, felt satisfied 
that the failu re o f the officials to 
arriv e here to d ay has no significance 
whatev er. 
In d iscu ssing the matter 
Mr. Po rter said to a D e m o c r at rep ­ 
resentativ e: 
<‘A d elay o f a few d ay s will no t 
affect the matter o ne way o r the 
o ther. 
We hav e no t heard a wo rd 
fro m the officials to d ay , bu t it is 
q u ite lik ely so mething u nfo rseen 
aro se that called Presid ent Ro u se 
and Mr. Pu rd y to so me o ther p o int 
o n the sy stem. 
“ The fact is, it is p ro bably bet­ 
ter fo r u s that their v isit has been 
d elay ed . 
There are o ne o r two 
little matters that hav e no t been 
fix ed u p ex actly as we want them, 
and this d elay giv es u s an o p p o r­ 
tu nity to get things into shap e so 
that we can p ro ceed d irect to bu si­ 
ness when the officials materialize." 
R. H. Gray , 
secretary o f the 
Bo ard o f Trad e, was so mewhat d is­ 
ap p o inted when info rmed this mo rn­ 
ing that Presid ent Ro u se had re ­ 
tu rned to Tex as, bu t he finally to o k 
a p hilo so p hical v iew o f the matter, 
and , lik e Mr. Po rter, tho u ght it was 
p ro bably fo r the best that the v isit 
bad been d elay ed . 
There are three wealthy citizens 
who hav e as y et failed to p ay the 
called fo r 25 p er cent o f their su b­ 
scrip tio ns, bu t it is believ ed they 
will resp o nd within the nex t d ay o r 
two , and then the citizens' co m­ 
mittee will hav e no thing stand ing 
in the way o f entering into a fo rmal 
co ntract with the railway p eo p le.

William J. Bry an ad d ressed a cro wd 
of nearly 3,000 p erso ns fro m the 
p iazza o f the Ho tel San Marco last 
ev ening. At t*.:e clo se of his sp eech 
citizens flo ck ed abo u t him in great 
nu mbers, 
and 
so great was the 
strain that a sectio n of the p iazza 
fo rty feet sq u are fell, thro wing 400 
p erso ns to the gro u nd fu lly twenty 
feet belo w. 
Mr. Bry an was p ick ed u p u nco n­ 
scio u s and carried to a near by o f­ 
fice, where med ical aid was giv en. 
Asid e fro m a bad ly cu t face and 
so me bru ises, he is no t serio u sly 
hu rt.

EATEN BY SAVACxES. 


Awful Fate of Thomas Duncan 
In the South Pacific. 


FATTENED FOR THE FEAST 


He Weut to Australia to Trade With 
the Natives, But They Prefer- 
red to Eat Him. 


V ic t o r ia, British Co lu mbia, Ap ril 
9 .— Fro m Au stralia co mes a ho rri­ 
ble sto ry o f a white man being d e­ 
v o u red by cannibals in the New 
Hebrid es, far d o wn in the So u th Pa­ 
cific. 
Tho s. Du ncan, a p eaceable 
trad er amo ng the treachero u s na 
tiv es, was first fattened and then 
k illed fo r the feast. 
Du ncan was a man well k no wn 
and lik ed in 
Sy d ney , where the 
news of his d eath was receiv ed a 
sho rt time ago. 
He arriv ed in 
Au stralia fro m So u th Africa last 
y ear with p lenty of mo ney and 
ambitio n to trad e amo ng the nativ es 
of the island s. 
When Du ncan an­ 
no u nced his intentio n o f lo cating in 
the New Hebrid es,his friend s warn­ 
ed him of the d anger. 
The cru el 
and treachero u s natu re 
of these 
sav ages was p o inted o u t to Du ncan, 
bu t he said he d id no tVear the na­ 
tiv es. 
He was p eaceable himself, 
he said , and had mad e firm friend s 
amo ng the wild tribes of Africa. 
So, d isregaraing all ad v ice, Du ncan 
fitted o u t a scho o ner fo r trad ing 
and sailed away o n his last ex p ed i­ 
tio n. 
The nativ es receiv ed him k ind ly . 
All the big chiefs jo ined in a p o w- 
wow, bad e the trad er to a feast in 
his ho no r and said he was their 
white bro ther. 
Then the 
chiefs 
su mmo ned the p eo p le to gether and 
bu ilt a large nativ e ho u se f« r him, 
in which he laid o u t his sto ck of 
go o d s. 
Being the o nly trad er there, he 
was liberally p atro nized . 
The na­ 
tiv es so o n bo u ght of him, p ro mising 
to p ay fo r v alu e receiv ed when they 
had cu t their co p ra and 
secu red 
eno u gh co ral. 
Bu t o ne mo rning, while Du ncan 
sat smo k ing in the d o o r of his ho u se, 
two gigantic sav ages p o u nced u p o n 
his back . 
They bo u nd him hand 
and fo o t and fastened him to a tree 
in a sitting p o stu re, and with his 
back to the tru nk . 
A general call 
fo r the cannibal p o p u latio n was 
then issu ed , and the hap less trav ­ 
eler lay watching 
the 
p rep ara­ 
tio ns fo r an elabo rate feast. 
At 
first he d id no t realize the intent of 
his cap to rs, bu t when a hu ge hollo w 
was co o p ed in the sand and lined 
with sto ne, and 
then filled with 
wo o d , Du ncan k new that his end 
was no t far off. 
Fo r three d ay s the 
sav ages, u nd er the d irectio n of an 
aged cannibal, who had attend ed 
su ch fu nctio ns befo re, p u rsu ed a 
sy stematic fattening p ro cess fro m 
his o wn sto re. 
At the end of three d ay s Du ncan 
was stu ffed to rep letio n and nearly 
d ead with ho rro r and fear. 
The 
head sman d id his wo rk and 
the 
bo d y was p rep ared fo r the o v en 
When the p ile o f wo o d , 
lighted 
so me time p rev io u s, 
had 
bu rned 
d o wn, p art o f the red -ho t sto nes 
were remo v ed fro m the p it. 
With 
the remaining co bbles sp read in a 
lay er at the bo tto m, the bo d y of 
Du ncan was laid thereo n and co v ­ 
ered with ho t sto nes. 
Ov er these 
were p laced thick lay ers of green 
banana leav es, and the who le was 
bank ed o v er with d amp earth ana 
bru sh. 
In this cru d e o v en the feast was 
p rep ared , ro u nd which the gu ests 
assembled with weird so ngs of re­ 
jo icing. 
Members o f the ro y al 
ho u seho ld s fro m ad jo ining island s 
were p resent, and the ghastly sp read 
p assed off with what the ho st no 
d o u bt co nsid ered great eclat. 
The wo men and child ren jo ined 
in the festiv al, which, su p p lemented 


with o ther v iand s, lasted o ne d ay 
and night. 
The trad er's sto ck of 
liq u o r, mo stly gin, was ap p ro p riated 
fo r the o ccasio n, and u nd er the in­ 
flu ence of the fiery stu ff,the hid eo u s 
scene was p ro lo nged . 
Hu ge bo n­ 
fires were started at night, aro u nd 
which the cannibal crew, mad with 
d rink and frenzied by the taste of 
hu man flesh, d anced u ntil d ay light.
